1 . SUMMARY. GENEVA GROUP (GENERAL) MET APRIL 5 TO DISCUSS 
ARRANGEMENTS FLOWING OUT OF DECISIONS TAKEN AT THE MARCH 29-30 
CONSULTATIVE LEVEL MEETING. THE GROUP DECIDED TO MEET 

MAY 23 ON THE "NEXT STEPS" INITIATIVE. AND REACHED 
PRELIMINARY AGREEMENT ON THE SCHEDULING OF FURHER 
MEETINGS AND THE ORGANIZATION OF THESE FURTHER DISCUSSIONS. 

THE GUIDANCE THE MISSION WILL REQUIRE IS RECAPITULATED IN 
PARA 7. END SUMMARY. 

2. IT WAS AGREED THAT GENEVA GROUP (GENERAL) SHOULD MEET 
ON MAY 23 AT 1000 TO EXCHANGE VIEWS FROM CAPITALS ON THE 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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PROPOSAL THAT THERE SHOULD BE A " PAUSE FOR CONSOLI- 
DATION" IN THE GROWTH OF THE BUDGETS OF ILO, WHO, FAO AND 
UNESCO. 

3. IT WAS AGREED THAT THE CONCEPTS PRESENTED IN THE 
CANADIAN PAPER DISTRIBUTED AT THE CONSULTATIVE LEVEL 
MEETING ON METHODS FOR DETERMINING AN APPROPRIATE BUDGET 
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LEVEL (INFLATION, EXCHANGE RATES, AND SO FORTH) ALSO 
WOULD BE CONSIDERED AT THE MAY 23 MEETING (COPY POUCHED 
IO/IBC). 

4. THE GROUP AGREED TO DISCUSS THE STUDY OF TECHNICAL 
COOPERATION IN THE ILO AND WHO BUDGETS, AS AGREED DURING 
THE CONSULTATIVE LEVEL MEETING, AT A MEETING THIS SUMMER. 

THE US WAS ASKED IF, GIVEN USG EXPERTISE ON WHO, IT WOULD 
BE WILLING TO PREPARE AN OUTLINE PAPER FOR THAT MEETING 

ON TECHNICAL COOPERATION IN THE WHO BUDGET, AND WE AGREED 
THE MISSION WOULD URGE WASHINGTON TO DO SO. AUSTRALIA WAS 
ASKED TO DO THE SAME FOR ILO. 

5. THE GROUP COSNSIDERED HOW BEST TO REGISTER A CAVEAT IN 
THE RECORD REGARDING THE FINANCIAL IMPLICATIONS OF ANY 
PROGRAM DECISIONS FOR THE 1980-81 BIENNIUM TAKEN AT THE 
WORLD HEALTH ASSEMBLY AND, AT THE SUGGESTION OF THE 
NETHERLANDS REPRESENTATIVE, AGREED TO SUGGEST TO CAPITALS 
THAT CAUTIONARY REMARKS SHOULD BE INCLUDED (A) IN THE 
OPENING STATEMENTS OF GENEVA GROUP DELEGATIONS AT THE 
ASSEMBLY, AND (B) IN STATEMENTS MADE IN COMMITTEE B. 

6. AS AUTHORIZED REF (D), WE PROPOSED THAT CONSULTATIVE 
LEVEL AGENDA BE RE- ALIGNED TO PROVIDE FOR THE CIRCULA- 
TION OF "INFORMATION DOCUMENTS" WITH A VIEW TO HOLDING AGENDA 
TO MANAGEABLE DIMENSIONS. THERE WAS SUPPORT FOR THIS 

IDEA, PROVIDED IT DID NOT ENCROACH ON THE POSSIBILITY OF 
INSCRIBING FURTHER ITEMS FOR DISCUSSION WHEN THE PRO- 
SPECTS WERE REASONABLE THAT ADDITIONAL BUSINESS COULD BE 
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HANDLED. 

7. ACTION REQUESTED. HAVING TAKEN THE INITIATIVE WE 
DID AT THE CONSULATAIVE LEVEL MEETING, IN THE MISSION'S 
JUDGEMENT THE US WILL NEED TO STAY OUT IN FRONT IF THE 
MOMENTUM IS TO BE KEPT UP BOTH HERE AND IN GENEVA GROUP 
CAPITALS. TO ENABLE THE MISSION TO PLAY ITS PART IN THIS 
WE SHOULD RECEIVE GUIDANCE BEFORE MAY ON THE FOLLOWING 
POINTS IF WE ARE TO GUIDE AND STIMULATE PREPARATIONS 

BY OTHERS: 

(A) CONFIRMATION THAT THE US POSTION ON INDICATIVE 
TARGET FIGURES FOR THE FOUR SELECTED AGENCIES (WHO.ILO, 

FAO AND UNESCO) IS THE "PAUSTE FOR CONSOLIDATION" FORMULA; 

(B ) GUIDANCE WHICH WE CAN DRAW UPON ABOUT THE 
PRELIMINARY BREAKDOWN BEING MADE WITHIN THE USG IN 
COMMENCING (OR "INTENSIFYING") OUR EVALUATION OF WHO 
AND ILO PROGRAMS (THE PLENARIES OF THESE ORGANIZATIONS

1 . SUMMARY. GENEVA GROUP (GENERAL) VET APRIL 5 TO DISCUSS

2. IT WAS AGREED THAT GENEVA GROUP (GENERAL) SHOULD MEET 
ON MAY 23 AT 1000 TO EXCHANGE VIEWS FROM CAPITALS ON THE 
PROPOSAL THAT THERE SHOULD BE A " PAUSE FOR CONSOLI- 
DATION" IN THE GROWTH OF THE BUDGETS OF ILO, WHO, FAO AND 
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UNESCO. 

3. IT WAS AGREED THAT THE CONCEPTS PRESENTED IN THE 
CANADIAN PAPER DISTRIBUTED AT THE CONSULTATIVE LEVEL 
MEETING ON METHODS FOR DETERMINING AN APPROPRIATE BUDGET 
LEVEL (INFLATION, EXCHANGE RATES, AND SO FORTH) ALSO 
WOULD BE CONSIDERED AT THE MAY 23 MEETING (COPY POUCHED 
IO/IBC). 

4. THE GROUP AGREED TO DISCUSS THE STUDY OF TECHNICAL 
COOPERATION IN THE ILO AND WHO BUDGETS, AS AGREED DURING 
THE CONSULTATIVE LEVEL MEETING, AT A MEETING THIS SUMMER. 

THE US WAS ASKED IF, GIVEN USG EXPERTISE ON WHO, IT WOULD 
BE WILLING TO PREPARE AN OUTLINE PAPER FOR THAT MEETING 

ON TECHNICAL COOPERATION IN THE WHO BUDGET, AND WE AGREED 
THE MISSION WOULD URGE WASHINGTON TO DO SO. AUSTRALIA WAS 
ASKED TO DO THE SAME FOR ILO. 

5. THE GROUP COSNSIDERED HOW BEST TO REGISTER A CAVEAT IN 
THE RECORD REGARDING THE FINANCIAL IMPLICATIONS OF ANY 
PROGRAM DECISIONS FOR THE 1980-81 BIENNIUM TAKEN AT THE 
WORLD HEALTH ASSEMBLY AND, AT THE SUGGESTION OF THE 
NETHERLANDS REPRESENTATIVE, AGREED TO SUGGEST TO CAPITALS 
THAT CAUTIONARY REMARKS SHOULD BE INCLUDED (A) IN THE 
OPENING STATEMENTS OF GENEVA GROUP DELEGATIONS AT THE 
ASSEMBLY, AND (B) IN STATEMENTS MADE IN COMMITTEE B. 

6. AS AUTHORIZED REF (D), WE PROPOSED THAT CONSULTATIVE 
LEVEL AGENDA BE RE- ALIGNED TO PROVIDE FOR THE CIRCULA- 
TION OF "INFORMATION DOCUMENTS" WITH A VIEW TO HOLDING AGENDA 
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TO MANAGEABLE DIMENSIONS. THERE WAS SUPPORT FOR THIS 
IDEA, PROVIDED IT DID NOT ENCROACH ON THE POSSIBILITY OF 
INSCRIBING FURTHER ITEMS FOR DISCUSSION WHEN THE PRO- 
SPECTS WERE REASONABLE THAT ADDITIONAL BUSINESS COULD BE 
HANDLED.

7. ACTION REQUESTED. HAVING TAKEN THE INITIATIVE WE 
DID AT THE CONSULATAIVE LEVEL MEETING, IN THE MISSION'S
